The Judicial Power 


What Is incant by the judicial 
power? 
This is th® power which our Con­ 
stitution vests in the Supreme Court 
and other Federal courts to con­ 
strue or interpret laws. 
The Supreme Court, like a jury, 
merely passes upon cases submitted 
to it. And the judges, like jurors, are 
supposed to be impartial. Before 
being accepted for service, every 
prospective juror Is asked whethe” 
he has any prejudice for or against 
the plaintiff or defendant and wheth­ 
er he will construe the law as writ 
tee whether he likes it or not. He 
Is not there to write, rewrite or re­ 
peal statutes or condemn or praise 
them but merely to decide contro­ 
versies submitted in accordance 
with the law. 
So also with the Supreme Court. 
it hears and acts upon no more than 
the case immediately before it as 
brought into Court by some litigant. 
If two laws conflict, a citizen can­ 
not obey both of thorn simultaneous­ 
ly because in obeying one, he dis­ 
obeys the other. Or, if enforcement 
of a statute carses a citizen to sac- 
riiJr» rishis guaranteed him bv the 


Constitution—by the Supreme Law 
—be seeks relief by going to Court. 
The Court hears the arguments of 
both sides, and lf constitutionality 
of the statute is challenged, it de­ 


cides whether the statute conforms 
to or conflicts with the Supreme 
Law—with the Constitution. 
Congress and Congress alone may 
write or rewrite laws or repeal them. 
All the Supreme Court does Is to 
construe these laws and the Su­ 
preme Law—the Constitution.

In your January issue, on page 7, 
I read an article in regard to the old 
Horse (or Haas) apple, being origi 
nated about fifty years ago, on the 
farm <d‘ one Gabriel ( ’ * re. 
May I correct this so far as I can? 
My 
great 
grandfather, 
William 
Johnson, and the Rev. F71 i Cleveland, 
Were surveyors for the United States 
government, employed in surveying 
the bind 
northeast of 
Sweetwater, 
Tennessee, in what is now known as 
Sweetwat cr Valley. 
They each bought land from the 
government in this valley, now Mon­ 
roe county. 
Also one Presley ( Roe­ 
land bought 
land from the 
United 
States government. 
These families, with others,’Mived 
in North 
Carolina 
and moved 
to 
Sweetwater Valley, Tennessee. 
This was one hundred and twenty- 
five years ago. 
These families, Johnson and Cleve­ 
land, 
brought 
the 
Horse 
Apple, 
Buckingham and several other vari­ 
eties of apples with them from North 
Carolina. 
And I am informed these 
varieties had been in the family for 
years before. 
In 1867 
or 1868, A. W. 
V\ ..rd, 
from 
Toronto, Canada, 
came 
to 
Sweetwater, and with John R. Gaines 
established a nursery in F'ork Creek 
i Valley, six miles east of Sweetwater, 
on the 
farm of John R. 
Gaines. 
(krafts from these North Carolina 
trees, with many others, were used in 
this nursery, 
In the 18 70’s this nursery stock 
was scattered over Missouri by fam­ 
ilies moving from Monroe and I^ou- 
don counties to the state of Missouri, 
•iii.wtig them se Hi). Dr. Benj. Frank 
lin, of St. Joseph, Missouri, also some 
of the ( levelands. 
Rev. Frank Gaines, son of John R, 
Gaines, also sold this nursery stock 
over Georgia and Alabama, and the 
I Horse Apple was one* of the leading 
varieties sold from this nursery. 
I now have in my possession one 
of the Plate Books made from plates 
; u.-ed by these nurserymen. 
Later this nursery was moved to 
Loudon, Tennessee, and owned and 
1 operated by the said A. 
VV. Ward 
until about the year 1915. May I add 
that Mr. Ward died last February 
26th, at Lakeland, Florida? 
So, beyond all 
question to 
my 
mind, according to family tradition, 
this apple, “Horse Apple”, has been 
propagated more than one hundred 
and fifty years. 
I can now show several trees that 
were sprouts taken from roots of the 
original North Carolina Horse Apple 
brought to Monroe county, Tennes­ 
see, by the Johnsons and Clevelands.

Some timely hints for gardeners 
whether they grow Ho vers or vege­ 
tables, are given by L. A. Niven in 
The Progressive F armei : 
“Frequently insects injure flowers 
greatly. 
Thes * pests may be con­ 
troled by spraying oi dusting. During 
spring such sucking insects us plant 
lice and aphids frequently do great 
damage. 
Spray them \x ith nicotine 
sulphate, using I 1-2 teaspoons to ii 
gallon of water in which enough soap 
is dissolved to make thin suns. Spray 
so as to conn* in direct contact with 
the insects, as they 
sin k the 
J uhs 
from the inside ol the leaves or ten­ 
der stems and can bt killed only b> 
putting something on them that will 
burn them. Because they are usually 
on the midi r sidi of the leaves one 
mud get the poison there and direct­ 
ly on them.

a stomach poison .-uch as arsenate of 
lead, 
Dutox, 
magnesium arsenate, 
etc.
